If  he  is  unfaithful  to  her,  she  cannot  di¬ 
vorce  him  ( in  England)  unlem  he  has 
also  committed  the  uugcutlesifftrfy  sin 
of  persona]  cruelty,  and  in  all  cases  of 
divorce  nud  reparation  it  to  a  man's 
reading  (it  the  muu  made  luw*  that  en¬ 
tirely  decides  not  only  the  case,  but  the 
con  sequences,  a*  to  the  custody  of  the 
childreu  and  the  amount  of  alimony. 
And  if,  despairing  of  justice,  rbe  faith¬ 
ful  wife  endures*  jmtienrly  through  life 
for  the  sake  of  her  children's  future, 
the  Eugltoh  luw  permits  an  uufaithful 
husband  aud  father  at  death  to  will 
away  every  penny  of  biB  property  from 
his  wife  and  children  to.  a  charity,  a 
stranger  or  a  mistress,  possibly  leaving 
those  whom  tbejlaw  made  his  depend¬ 
ent*  dependent  on  the  ratepayers  of  his 
palish.  This  is  ®ot  possible  iu  Scotland, 
nor  was  it  forimffJy  possible  in  England. 
The  law  of  dowqr  protected  the  widow 
until  this  century,  when  men  tinkered 
the  law*  *0  a*  t®  gain  a  larger  latitude 
for  themselves.  The  operation  of  this 
masculine  privilege  often  gives  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  cruel  oppression  not  dreamed 
of  by  right  minded  men.  In  fact,  it  is 
only  because  the  large  majority  of  men 
are  better  than  the  laws  allow  them  to 
be  that  society  is  possible. — Humanita¬

“  Yoa  don't  mean  without  breaking 
the  girths?"  we  exclaimed. 

“Certainly,”  he  replied.  “Asl^any 
man  who  ha*  broken  wild  horses  whether 
a  bad  one  can't  'jump  out  of  tbe  saddle.  ’ 
If  you  can  sit  him  till  tbe  third  ’buck,’ 
you  are  supposed  to  be  able  to  sit  him, 
but  let  me  say  that  you  don't  alwuys 
get  to  the  third.  ” 

A*  we  have  sat  (aud  alao  been  thrown) 
by  buck  jumper*  since  then  we  can  in¬ 
dorse  unreservedly  every  word  of  this 
authority  on  the  subject.  To  say  one  is 
surprised  is  a  mild  term  to  employ.  On 
our  firat  attempt  our  chief  astonishment 
was  ut  the  iufiuitesimul  time  it  took  to 
reach  the  grouud  after  the  horse  began 
to  “go  to  work.” 

Many  who  know  anything  of  riding 
iu  this  (ao  culled)  horse  laving  nation 
of  our*  will  think  they  have  ridden  a 
“buck”  often  aud  require  no  informa¬ 
tion  on  tbe  subject.  Be  assured,  how¬ 
ever,  reader,  that  it  is  an  exceedingly 
rare  thing.  We  have  known  men  who 
have  broken  horses  on  colonial  cattle 
stntious  for  20  year*  and  have  never 
seen  a  teal  buck  jmnper. 

A  reason  for  this  is  the  fact,  which 
all  do  not  know,  that  only  horses  of 
certain  strains  can  "buck.  “  A  vicious 
home  may  rear  aud  fall  back  on  his 
rider,  or  he  may  toll  on  the  ground  aud 
proceed  to  devour  him — and  these  hab¬ 
its  are  no  doubt  unpleasant  and  not  to 
be  recommended  (in  a  child's  pony,  for 
instance),  but  if  he  hasn's  got  tbe  right 
breed  he  will  never  “buck.” 

One  of  the  innumerable  popular  de¬ 
lusions  about  homes  is  that  buck  jump¬ 
er*  which  are  exhibited  iu  pablio,  like 
Buffalo  Bill’s,  for  instance,  have  re¬ 
ceived  careful  training  in  tbe  art.  Any 
one  who  has  broken  horses  will  know 
that  iu  their  wild  state  they  require  no 
instruction  whatever  in  this  direction. 
Tbe  whole  art  of  breaking  consists  in 
teaching  them  not  to  “  buck.  ”  This  is 
why  our  colouies  supply  the  buck  jump¬ 
ers  of  the  world.  Time  there  is  money, 
snd  hand*  cannot  long  be  spared  for 
breaking.  The  2-year-old  is  driven  into 
the  yard  (-having  possibly  never  seen  a 
man  before),  roped  up,  cast,  aud  while 
be  is  on  the  gronud  a  saddle  and  bridle 
are  worked  on  to  him.  A  rough  rider 
is  put  up,  be  drives  the  spurs  well 
home,  and  there  yon  have  an  inveterate 
buck  jumper  for  life. 

Put  yourself  in  the  horse’s  place,  and 
you  will  hardly  wonder  at  it  He  is  by 
nature  morbidly  nervous,  aud  man  to  a 
thing  almoMt  unknown  till  now.  The 
horrid  black  object  on  bis  back  is  to 
bim  tli*_foul  fiend  incarnate,  and  the 
flraf  step  iu  breaking  he  supposes  to  be 
the  final  dissolution  of  the  universe. 

In  Australia  it  used  to  be  no  uncom¬ 
mon  thing  that  a  man  who  had  a  oolt 
to  sell  got  him  broken  in  two  hoars  be¬ 
fore  the  sale.  Tbe  whole  process  cost 
just  10  shillings. 

The  rough  rider  was  hoisted  up,  and 
the  colt  went  through  his  repertoire  of 
ooutortious.  being  occasionally  lashed 
from  behind  with  a  stock  whip  to  in¬ 
sure  all  traces  of  vice  being  thoroughly 
eradicated.  By  the  time  of  the  sale  he 
was  naturally  so  exhausted  that  all  at¬ 
tempts  at  “playing  up”  were  (for  the 
time  being,  of  course)  ont  of  tbe  ques¬ 
tion.  The  mark  of  tbe  saddle  was  point¬ 
ed  ot.t  us  proof  positive  that  he  could 
be  riideD,  and  be  changed  bandB,  guar¬ 
anteed  thoroughly  quiet  aud  broken  to 
•addle.

Food  Jtocallaritle*. 

Dr.  Sophie  Lepper,  tbe  English  food 
specialist,  says  in  *peaking  of  the  pecul¬ 
iarities  of  various  foods  that  blanched 
aluionds  give  the  higher  nerve  or  brain 
aud  muscle  food,  no  heat  or  waste. 
Walnuts  give  nerve  or  brain  food;  mus¬ 
cle,  best  aud  waste.  Pine  kernels  give 
heat  uud  stay.  They  serve  as  a  substi¬ 
tute  for  bread.  Green  water  grapes  are 
blood  purifying,  but  of  little  food  value. 
Blue  grapes  are  feeding  and  blood  pnri- 
fyiug,  too  rich  for  those  who  suffer 
from  the  liver;  tomatoes,  higher  nerve 
or  brain  food  and  waste ;  no  beat  They 
are  thinning  and  stimulating.  Jaicy 
fvnits  give  more  or  less  the  higher  nerve 
or  brain,  and  some  few,  muscle  food 
and  waste;  no  heat.  Apples  supply  the 
higher  nerve  and  muscle  food,  but  do 
not  give  stay.  Prunes  afford  the  highest 
nerve  or  brain  food,  supply  heat  and 
waste,  but  are  not  muscle  feeding. 


Wage*  of  Raropean  Policemen. 

London  police!  sergeants,  or  rounds¬ 
men,  are  paid  from  98-&0  to  913  a  week 
and  constables,  or  patrolmen,  from  96  to 
98.  In  Dublin  the  wages  are  half  a  dol¬ 
lar  less.  In  Glasgow  tbe  highest  pay 
for  a  constable  is  98-76,  for  a  sergeant 
98.  An  inspector  gets  9700  a  year  and 
a  superintendent  from  91.300  to  91.600. 
The  St  Petersburg  chief  of  police  draws 
92,500  a  year,  a  sergeant  from  9300  to 
$400  and  a  patrolman  from  $150  to 
$220  a  year.  Paris  pays  $5.26  to  $6. 50 
to  patrolmen  (agents)  aud  $7  to  rounds¬ 
men.  Patrolmen  get  from  $325  to  |300 
a  year  in  Vienna,  from  $230  to  $800  in 
Amsterdam,  aud  $200  to  $320  at  Brus¬ 
sels,  where  detectives  may  rise  to  $480. 
Tbe  Turkish  policemen  get  $8  a  week 
and  tbe  native  policemen  of  Calcutta 
frozp  $4  to  $4.60  a  month.
